G.S.R-700(E).— The following draft rules further to amend the Central Motor 
Vehicles Rules, 1969, which the Central Government proposes to make In exercise of the powers 
conferred by section 110 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 (59 of 1988) Is hereby published as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 212 of the said Act for information of all persons likely to be 
affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration 
after expiry of a period of forty-five days from the date on which the copies of this notification as 
published in the Gazette of India are made available to the public;

The objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with respect to 
the said draft rules before the expiry of the period so specified will be considered by the Central 
Government. 


PRAFTJtULES 

THE CENTRAL MOTOR VEHICLES(AMENDMENT) RULES, 1999 

1 , (1) These rules may be called the Central Motor Vehlcles(Amendment) Rules, 1999 
(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette 

2. In the Central Motor Vehicles Rules, 1989, after rule 115 A, the following rule shall be 
inserted, namely;- 

115 B. MASS EMISSION STANDARDS FOR COMPRESSED NATURAL GAS DRIVEN 
VEHICLES.- MaSs emission standards for vehicles when operating on Compressed Natural Gas 
shall replace Hydrocarbon by Non Methane Hydrocarbon. NMHC may be estimated by an 
analyzer or by the following formula, namely:- 

NMHC =HCx(1-K/100) 

Where HC = total hydrocarbons measured. 

K = % Methane content in natural gas fuel. 

Methane content In Compressed Natural Gas to be used as reference fuel shall not be less than 
70% 

(1) For gasoline vehicles with OE fitment : Prevalent type approval norms to be applicable with 
"Non Methane Hydrocarbon" In place of total Hydrocarbon. 

(li )FQllq-US9_V9mcl9S : 

(a) The in-use vehicles manufactured prior to April, 1992 and fitted with CNG kits 
shall meet the emission norms prescribed for gasoline vehicle as applicable on 01-04- 
1992. For purposes of CNG kit approval the kit supplier shall obtain the certificate from 
any of the test agencies authorized under Rule 126 of these rules based on worst criteria 
principle e.g.- If the CNG kit is on particular model of vehicle manufactured in the year 
1985 and meets the April, 1992 gasoline ‘COP’ norms in CNG mode, supplier of such a 
kit would be exempted from having a fresh certificale for fitment on such model of 
vehicles manufactured during the year 1985 to April, 1092. For purposes of COP for 
such a kit the kit supplier/manufacturer shall have the certificate of the kit, renewed after 
every 3 years, on the worst case criteria basis.

(b) For vehicles manufactured in or after April, 1992, the kit manufacturer/supplier 
shall obtain a certificate for the fitness of the kit based on worst criteria principle, meeting 
prevalent type approval nomns for gasoline. 

(jii) For diesel vehicles with OE fitment : Prevalent type-approval norms for diesel vehicles to 
be applicable with “Non Methane Hydrocarbon" In place of total Hydrocarbon. 

(Iv) For in use diesel vehicles : The In-use diesel vehicles when converted for operation on 
CNG, shall meet year 1996 type approval norms for diesel vehicles and procedure as specified 
in sub-item (a) of item (il) above. Such converted vehicles shall also meet road-worthiness 
requirements as may be laid down by the Central Government, under these rules. 

Explaination: 


1. For OE fitment and retrofitment on “In-Use" vehicles, the responsibility of Type Approval 
shall be that of the vehicle manufacturer and kit manufacturer/importer respectively. 

2. The Type Approval of CNG kit for retrofitment shall be valid for three years from the date 
of issue, renewable after every three years. 

2. Four-wheeled/three-wheeled/two-wheeled vehicles converted for dedicated operation on 
CNG and fitted with a standby gasoline tank not exceeding 5 ttr/ 3 Itr/ 2 Itr capacity respectively, 
shall be exempted from mass emission/crank case emission/evaporative emission test. 

4. For purposes of above rules, It is clarified that the retrofitment of CNG kits In In-use 
vehicles, shall be carried by workshops approved by a test agency as specified In Rule 126.
